Im perial Oil Plan

Will Expend at Least $300,000 in 
Southern Saskatchewan, 

The Imperial Oi] Company will ex- 
pend at least $300,000 in Southern 
Saskatchewan, outside of the city of 
Regina, in 1920, according to informa- 
tion given to the Regina press. 

The money will be expended as fol- 
lows: 300-barrel tanks, 60; 2,000-barrel 
tanks, five; 15 warehouses 20 feet by 
30 feet and two brick warehouses 40 
feet by 60 feet; pumphouses, filling! 
stations, twelve motor trucks and 
twelve horse-drawn vehicles, and also 
about 8,000 steel barrels. 

This is some indication of what 
faith the Imperial Oil Company has 
in Saskatchewan, It is only a ques- 
tion of getting the crude oil. If sup- 
plies could be depended upon, the 
sky would be the limit in the way of 
extensions and improvements, accord- 
ing to the local manager,

The first is 
called the Victory Medal and the 
second the British War medal for 
naval service. Provided their claims 


are approved by the admiralty, the 
first medal will be issued to officers 
and men who were mobilized and 
rendered approved, service either at 
sea prior to the signing of the armis-

The other medal, which is 
to record the bringing of the war to 
a successful conclusion, will be silver. 


Provided their claims are approved by} 


the admiralty, this medal will be is- 
sued to officers and men of the Can- 
adian naval service who performed 28 
days’ mobilized service, or lost their 
lives in active operations before com-

Irrigation Feasible 
Over Large Area 


California Expert Presents Favorable 
Report to Alberta Legislature. 

George G. Anderson, of Los An- 
geles, California, the irrigation expert 
commissioned by the government of 
the province of Alberta to investigate 
the possibility of the large irrigation 
scheme in Southern Alberta, known 
as the Lethbridge Northern project, 
is about to prepare an official report 
of his investigations for submission to 
the Alberta legislature. 

Mr. Anderson considers the propos- 
ed irrigation scheme in the northern 
Lethbridge district entirely feasible. 
Mr. Anderson states that he is satis- 
fied that adequate water supply is 
available. The survey work already 
done by the Dominion government 
has been carried out with great care- 
fulness and accuracy, but the estimate 
of costs that had been currently ac- 
cepted, largely on local and unofficial 
authority, he belicves to be consider-| 
ably under the amount 
actually be required. A matter of 
$4,000,000 is probably involved in the 
scheme, according to the Hon, A. J. 
McLean, minister of public works. 

The irrigation work in the northern 
Lethbridge district is the first of 


several irrigation schemes on foot. It 
is not the largest, however, and it is 
expected that it will be followed by 
the southern Lethbridge scheme, 
which will involve a larger acreage 
and a correspondingly larger outlay.

Far greater sums than were ex- 
pected at first will be involved if the 
irrigation schemes which the Alberta 
legislature will be asked to approjm..,

not be finished, but only begin, when 
the original Lethbridge scheme is 
provided. 

The Government intends to base

Mr. O'Grady said, 
his consultations since his return from 
Copenhagen would aid materially in 
bringing about a settlement. He ex- 
pressed it as his opinion that Russia 
would-save herself, if left alone, 

“She is now like a child groping in| 
the dark, but she is growing up,” he, 
declared, 

“Ninety per cent. of Russia’s popu- 
lation is illiterate,’ continued Mr. 
O'Grady. “The other ten per cent. is 
purely predatory. They are Asiatic 
people, and are at least a thousand| 
years behind our civilization. We must 
give them time and help them. 

“Russia will regenerate herself by 
her own resources, I believe she will 
become the America of another new 
world, The Soviet government today 
is far more humanitarian, far saner, 
and far more statesmanlike than the 
Soviet government of a year ago. 
Atrocities, of course, are being com- 
mitted by these Asiatics but I know 
that when the perpetrators are found 
guilty they are exterminated.” 

Mr. O’Grady strongly opposed arm- 
saying it 
would be a delusion to build hopes on 

dmiral Kolchak and General Deni- 
kine, both of whose armies, he added, 
were beaten and broken. 

“Don’t let us imagine,” Mr. O'Grady 
asserted, “that sudden dramatic inter- 
vention by Japan would solve the 
problem of Bolshevism by destroying | 
it. Even a well-cquipped army of | 
5,000,000 men would itself be Sent oyat 
ed by the vastness of Russia, if not 
by its various peoples, The only hope 
lies in education.” 


Use of Nickel in Coinage 


Canada’s Silver Coins Worth More as 
Bullion Than as Coins, 

Why continue the use of silver for 
coinage purpose in Canada? There is 
no good reason for it, except old- 
established habit, and there are many 
arguments in favor of nickel as a sub- 
stitute, 

Silver, as everybody knows, has of 
late risen enormously in value, If the 
Process goes much further, Canada’s 
&: coins will disappear because 
they will be worth more as bullion 
than as coins, This is what is already 
happening to American silver dollars. 
In Great Britain also there is begin- 
ning to be noticed a scarcity of shil- 
lings, 

France has a coinage made from 
pure nickel—differing from the United 
States “nickel,” which contains only 
twenty-five per cent, of that metal and) 
seventy-five per cent. of copper.) 
French nickel coins are durable, at- 
tractive in appearance, and for scienti- 
fic reasons they cannot be successfully 
counterfeited. These are virtues well 
worth considering. 

Nickel is Canada’s national metal, 
this country producing about eighty 
per cent. of the world’s total output. 
For years the Ontario bureau of mines 
has been urging its use for coinage} 
but has not yet managed to get the 
idea adopted. Perhaps they may now 
make better progress, under the 
changed conditions, 

The only objection which the mint 
authorities can urge, is that if nickel 
coins of pure metal are to be produced 
they are more costly than alloys. But 
with- 


drawing the silver and substitute pure 
nickel, Canada can surely do like- 
wise.—Vancouver Sun, 


Important Find of Radium 


Pitchblende Ore Is Said to Have 
Been Tested by New York 
Experts. 

The report is current that pitch- 
blende ore, strongly impregnated with 
radium, has been found near Kearney, 
seven miles cast of Scotia Junction, 
on the Parry Sound-Ottawa division 
of the Grand Trunk railway. The ore 
is said to have been tested by a New 
York expert and is stated to be so 
powerful that a number of photo- 
graphic plates in his studio were 
spoiled by being left in close proxi- 
mity to specimens of the rock.

‘In aviation we were 
entirely dependent upon our allies, 
and here again the French Govern- 
ment came to our aid until our own 
programme could be set under way.’ 
‘In the matter of tanks we were com- 
pelled to rely upon both the French 
and the English. Here, however, we 
were less fortunate, for the reason 
that our allies barely had sufficient 
| tanks to meet their own requirements.’ 

“When our allies had reason to be 
thankful America joined them at the 
critical moment, we have perhaps 
even greater reason to be thankful 
that we were not called upon to face 
Germany alone and unprepared, but 
that when we went to war against 
this menace to our liberty we went 
under the protection of our friends 
and with assistance that proved am- 
ple to make up for what otherwise 
would have been our fatal deficiencies. 
If there is materia) in General Per- 
shing’s report for the cultivation of 
a wholesome American pride, there is 
also material for the cultivation of 
an equally wholesome and perhaps 
more needful American humility.” 


A British Fleet 
In the Pacific

Canada’s Prosperity Shown 


Evident the Country Is In a Condition 
of Extraordinary Prosperity. 

Canada’s wellbeing is eloquently 
shown in the bank statement for No- 
vember, from which it is evident the 
country is in a condition of extra- 
ordinary prosperity. In spite of the 
fact that the Canadian people have 
subscribed to four or five war loans 
during the last four years, and that 
most of the money thus subscribed 
came out of the domestic pocket and 
not from foreign sources; in spite of 
the fact that the last Victory loan 
reached nearly the $700,000,000 mark, 
there is over $1,000,000,000 to the cre- 
dit of the citizens of the Dominion in 
the savings branches of the various 
banks. It is interesting to once more 
recall a remark of Sir Thomas White, 
former finance minister, to the effect 
that before the war, had any man 
suggested a domestic loan of $5,000,- 
000, he would have been regarded as 
a visionary of the wildest type. In 
addition to the saving banks credits, 
the statement shows that the banks 
have $700,000,000 of demand deposits,

The republic 
exists only in the imagination of a 
few misguided enthusiasts; and if its 
so-called President were to land on 
the Irish coast, for any purpose, he 
would be promptly seized by the offi- 
cers of the -law as a fugitive from 
justice. 

The Times was in full sympathy 
with the welcomes given to the Pre- 
sident and to Belgium's heroic rulers; 
but the Times advises that the biggest 
icicle that can be found be handed to 
the adventurer De Valera on his ar ‘i- 
val in Los Angeles, and that the hose 
be turned on him. Any patriot should 
*|be ashamed to serve on a committee 
doing honor to a pro-German. It will 
be a reflection on the loyalty of Los 
Angeles if the city extends hospitality 
to De Valera in a municipal or official 
way. 

The only thing about De Valera to 
endear him to any American heart 1s 
the fact that his mother was an Irish 
colleen. He is an expatriated Ameri- 
can, a fugitive from British justice 
and one who worked like a junker 
during the war for the triumph of 
Germany. 

De Valera not only fomented rebel- 
lion in Ireland at the time when the 
result of the great war was hanging 
in the balance; he and certain of his 
associates were arrested in May, 1918, 
at the time when the German hosts 
hung like a cloud over the channel 
ports and over Paris, on well-ground- 
ed charges.of collusion with German 
agents and conspiracy with Germany. 
A British government report made in 
May of that year recites that the Sinn 
Fein leaders were actually plotting 
for landing German troops on British 
soil. De Valera and his associates 
rendered more service to the Hohen- 
zollerns than any three army corps 
under Von Hindenburg’s command. 

There were thousands of men of 
Irish birth who fought nobly for the 
cause of free peoples. But everyone 
who did so was declared by De Valera 
to be a traitor to Ireland. Not con- 
tent with urging the Irish people to 
resist conscription with force of arms; 
not content with leading them into 
open rebellion and causing Great Bri- 
tain to keep one hundred thousand 
troops in England and Ireland when 
they were so sorely needed to check 
the great German drive in the spring 
of 1918, De Valera declared that every 
Irishman who fought under the Brit- 
ish flag, for any cause against any 
enemy, was a traitor. 

It must not be forgotten that Ire- 
land is a component part of the Brit- 
ish union; that it has a greater per 
capita representation in the British 
parliament than any other part of the 
British Empire; that it bears the same 
relation to the British government 
that any American state beare to the 
American Union. The British par- 
liament freely offered Ireland home 
rule if the Irish agree to accept the 
same burden of war responsibility as 
that carried by England, Scotland and 
Wales; and De Valera was the first to 
cry that if home rule was to be pur- 
chased by conscription, Ireland didn’t 
wantit. It was the reply of a miser- 
able slacker, 

The American government would 
not have tolerated for a moment the 
kind of rebellion in one of our sover- 
eign states that disgraced § Ireland 
during the war. The Conscription 
Act was as binding upon Ireland as 
upon any other part of Great Britain; 
but the faction which De Valera re- 
presents refused to fight in the war 
against Germany. Had an American 
state done that it would have quickly 
felt the weight of the armed fist of 
the nation, There are a hundred per- 
sons in this country now serving 20- 
year sentences for disloyalty and 
treason who did not commit a tenth 
part of the treasonable acts of which 
the Sinn Fein has boasted. There are 
widows and orphans right here in 
Los Angeles who owe the loss of 
husband or father to the failure of 
250,000 young men in the southern 
part of Ireland to do their duty to 
civilization,

a moment. How would we feel in this 
country if Debs and Emma Goldman 
had escaped from a Federal prison 
during the critical summer of 1918, 
made their way to England, and had 
been received there with Open arms 


had sought to cripple Fngland’s ally 
when the fighting was hottest? 

De Valera was arrested about the 
same time as Bolo Pasha. The char- 
ges against the two were the same: 
collusion with German agents and 
conspiring with Germany against the 
Alles. Bolo Pasha has paid the pen- 
alty of his crimes, But if he escaped 
from prison, as did De Valera, while 
his trial was pending, and fied to this 
country, what would have been his 
reception outside the Hearst newspa- 
per offices and other pro-German cir- 
cles? What has De Valera done that 
he should be lionized for that which 
catised Bolo Pasha to be executed 

His offense was not Only against 
Great Britain, but against every allied 
country; for he and his party were 
plotting for the triumph of Germany. 
How any loyal Ameriean or any 
friend of an allied people, especially 
one who mourns a gallant soldier 
sleeping on the field of honor in 
France, Belgium or Italy, can do him 
honor is a mystery that the Times is 
unable to fathom, 


By reason of the treasonable acts 
of the members of the party the very 
term Sinn Fein has come to carry a 
pro-German taint, With it rests the 
responsibility for a stain upon the 
fair name of Erin that centuries will 
hardly efface. It is due to them that 
Ireland lost in the war as much as 
Belgium won. The Times is well 
aware that a large number of people 
in this country are sincerely, although 
we believe mistakenly, attached to the 
Sinn Fein cause. But they forget 
that, during the war, the Sinn Feiners 
played the part of slackers. They be- 
lieved Germany could win and even 
did their best to bring about the re- 
sult, even to the extent of mobbing 
American soldiers and sailors in 
South Ireland cities. That was the 
spirit which De Valera instilled in his 
Sinn Fein followers. Certainly there 
is nothing about it to win the respect 
or support of a loyal American. 

These charges of disloyal plotting 
with Germany on the part of the Sinn 
Fein leaders are not lightly made. 
They do not originate with the Times. 
In another column of this issue there 
appear extracts from an article on 
hostility in the Sinn Fein to the Am- 
erican troops-landed in Ireland, writ- 
ten for the “World’s Work” by Rear- 
Admiral Sims, who was in command 
of the American ARYY.: in European 
waters, 

Rear-Admiral Sims gives a solemn 
warning to all loyal Americans to be- 
ware of espousing any cause with 
which De Valera and other Sinn Fein- 
ers are connected. He says: “The 
members: of this organization were 
not openly disloyal, they were openly 
pro-German, They were not even 
neutral—they were working day and 
night for a German victory.” After 
relating how American soldiers and 
sailors landed on the coast of Ireland 
were maltreated by the Sinn Feiners, 
he continues: “But tht Sinn Feiners 
interfered with us in much more seri- 
ous ways than this. They were doing 
everything in their power to help 
Germany. With their assistance Ger- 
man agents and German spies were 
landed in Ireland.” Does any loyal 
American desire stronger testimony 
than that as to the actions of De 
Valera and his associates? 

De Valera hopes by his trip to fo- 
ment discord between the American 
and British peoples. He hopes to 
sever the ties that are bound by the 
blood of mutual sacrifice, That he 
should be received with eclat in a 
German city would not be past un- 
derstanding; but this country has no 
use for slackers, even though they 
try to disguise themselves as Irish 
patriots, 

The writer of this editorial is of 
Irish descent. He, too, dreamed in 
his salad days the dream of Irish free- 
dom, But the world war brought him 
to an awakening; and he would no 
more touch the hand of De Valera 
with his German tainted war record 
than he would that of a Hohenzollern. 
The way to Irish freedom was the 
road to France, It might have been 
won upon the plains of Flanders. De 
Valera and his Sinn Fein followers 
were too stupid or too crayen to fol- 
low that road.—Los Angeles Times,

Marketing of Alberta Coal. 

The special commission appointed 
by the provincial government to in- 
vestigate the Alberta coal industry 
has presented its report, in which is 
a recommendation for the appoint-| 
ment of a permanent government 
commission to control and regulate 
the coal mining industry, Legislation 
at the next session of the house is 
asked for, making the commission re- 
presentative of the mine owners, the 
workmen, the consuming public, and 
the provincial government, Provisions | 
for making working agreements and 
settling disputes are declared to be! 
unsatisfactory ; housing and schooling 
conditions are in many cases inade-! 
quate; markets have been lost, with 
consequent losses of invested capital, 
because of irregular mine operation, 
car shortage, and improper grading of 
coal; sub-leaying of coal areas has had 
the effect of unnecessarily increasing 
the price to the consumer, and the 
existing freight rates have militated 
against the marketing of Alberta coal 
in Manitoba and the United States, 


Chinese Conserve Fertility 


Soil Is More Productive Than It Was, 
4,000 Years Ago. 

The science of fertilization or keep-| 
ing up the full producing strength of! 
soil is simply one of understanding 
and complying with the laws of na- 
ture. Before the Creator placed man! 
on this earth he made the soil of 
such materials as would produce all 
things necessary to his subsistence, 
He also gave man the intelligence re- 
quired to supply himself with these 
necessaries, It is only when man 
fails to develop his intelligence or put 
himself in accord with nature’s laws 
that he suffere want. 

China furnishes a history of thou- 
sands of years for the study of the 
agricultural scientist. The solls of 
China are capable of sustaining a po 
pulation more than fifteen times as 
dense as that of the United States so 
long as flood or drouth do not inter- 
fere with natural production. 

Evidence seems to be conclusive 
that the soil of China, where properly 
tilled, is more-productive than it was 
4,000 years ago. One half acre sup- 
ports one human being in peace and 
contentment. On the American con- 
tinent with ordinary farming methods 
it takes more than 100 acres to sup- 
port ten people; in other words, over 
ten acres to support one person, 

The secret of the success of the 
Chinese farmer is his care to return 
to the soil all waste—all that has been 
extracted from it by cropping for the 
use of men and animals. Nothing ts 
lost or misplaced. I[t is stated om the 
authority of those who have made a 
special study of conditions in China, 
that the soil is so impregnated with 
fertilizer that the people cannot 3
